Initial Comments 

Claims 1-63 are pending in the present application. Claims 
37-59 are allowed. Claims 3-12, 15-24, 28-36 are objected to as 
being dependent on a rejected base claim. Claims 1-2 and 60-63 
are rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being obvious over US Patent 
6628738 (Peeters) . Claims 13-14 and 25-27 are rejected under 35 
USC 103 (a) as being obvious over Peeters in view of US Patent 
5818872 (Gupta) . 

Claims 3, 11, 15, 23, 28, 32, and 36 are amended herein. 
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
